‘Than Not Have Mar- 
ried Her. 


FORGERY IS CHARGED 


Real Estate Man Admits Mar- 


rying Illegally but Denies 
Other Allegations. 


Edward W. Atkinson and the woman 
whom he deceived three years ago into 
a bigampus marriage declared their love 


for each other when they met Wednes- 
day at Police Headquarters. 

“I deserted my first wife and married 
again when I had no Jegal right to, 1 
admit,” said Atkinson, .who has been 
known in St. Louis as A. C. Morrigon. 

“But I love my present wife so much 
that, even if I have to go to the Peni- 
tentiary, I will still be glad I married 
her. I would do the same thing again.” 

No less earnest was the\voman. “I 
shall stand by my husband, no matter 
what he has done,’’ she said. “I love 
him as much as ever, and I shall go 
with him to Pennsylvania for his trial.”’ 

Atkinson is to be taken to Scalp Level, 
Pa., near Philadelphia, to answér to a 
charge of forgery. He says he has 
never been gulity’ of forgery, or of any 
other crime except bigamy. As his 
bigamous marriage took place, according 
to hig account, in New York City, he 


4could be prosecuted on that charge only 


in New York. 
Circulars Caused Arrest. 
When detectives went to Atkinson’s 
home, 123 South Compton avenue, late 


i Tuesday night to arrest him, Atkinson 


went to the door with a revolver in his 
pocket. He explained that he feared 
thieves. 

* Atkinson, who was known here as A. 
C. Morrison, was a salesman in the 
real estate department of tue Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. He was caught and 
identified throur+ circulars issued in 
Baltimore,;--where. is first wife, whom 
he deserted, lives. 

Atkinson admitted Wednesday that he] 
left his first. wife in 1905, seven years 
after their marriage, and went to New 
York with Katherine Schapp,ewhom he 
had met on his “run” as a sleeping- 
ear conductor between Baltimore and 
Philadelphia. 

“She was the woman for me,” said 
Atkinson. “We both realized that as 
soon as we met, and I can never.regret 
that I concealed my marriage from her 
‘and persuaded her to marry me. 

“We were married in New York, tn 
the. Little Church Around the Corner, 
I got a position as a railroad agent in 
a Florida town, and took her there with 
me, 

Changed His Name, 

“When I learned that circulars were 
out for my arrest, ‘J movgd to Mem- 
phis, and changed my name to Morri- 
son, 
l:inson was too much of a Yankee name 
to please Southern people, and she con- 
sented to be known as Mrs. Morrison. 

“I did not think my first wife would 
pursue me this way. I thought she 
would wait for the tegal two years to 
elapse, then get a divorce. We did not 
eare for each other, but I could not 
get. a divorce, as the Maryland law 
does not recognize incompatibility as a 
cause, and I oould make no charge 
ss,“ st my wife.’ 


LFPROSY KILLS. 
GEN. WARDELL'S 
WIDOW AT LAST 


LOS decitabine Sole Dee. 2—Mrs. J. .c. 
Wardell, the leper wife of Gen. War- 
dell, whose case created such a stir in 
this community and in Arizona, died 
this morning of leprosy in the County 
Hospital. 

Since her ‘return*from Arizona and 
the death of her husband, Mrs. War- 
dell had grown steadily worse, and her 
death had been expected for some time. 

The case was one of the most pitiable 
of its kind ever recorded. Mrs. War- 
dell, who resided with her husband at 
Sawtelle, was arrested originally on the 
streets of this city because of her pe- 
culiar actions, and a subsequent. exam- 
ination proved her to be a victim of 
leprosy. Her aged husband refused to 
leave her notwithstanding the deadly 
nature of her affliction, and remained 
with her in the County Hospital. 

They were finally given tickets to 
Tombstone, Ariz., whence they had come 
originally. Here, after being exiled to 
a lonely spot outside of the city, Gen, 
Wardell died of cancer and worry over

PINE BLUFF, Ark.; Dec. 2~—~The Ar- 
kansas River reached a stage of 23 feet 
early today and is rising rapidly. 

The County Courthouse began falling 
into the river in large sections this 
morning. The Courthouse annex has 
been vacated by the officials, who con- 
sider the building unsafe.. Court + has 
been adjourned -to the City Hall. 

By night a portion’ of the "Jefferson 
Hote) will, it is-e€pected, have been car- 
ried away. 

A part of Berlin’s sales ahd -livery 
Stables fell into the river this morning 
and more of the building is being eaten 
away. The river caved alarmingly: dur- 
ing the night ‘and all preparations are 
being made for the expected cave-in of 
much: business property. 


Court Officiala Fice. 


Fifteen feet of ground: back of the 
Courthouse slid into the river shortly 
after the Circuit :Ceurt convened this 
morning and Judge Henry W. Wells 
immediately adjourned court and or- 
dered everybody from the courtroom 
on the second: floor of the building. 

The City Hall has been tendered the 
Circuif Judge and court is now in ses- 
sion there. 

Sheriff C. M. Philpot, County Surveyor 
White, Assessor Safiee and the deputies 
with crews of meh are moving every- 
thing from the lower,floors of the Court- 
ns are assisting 
in saving the records of the court and 
county officials. ; 

Carpenters. are removing the big plate- 
glass doors and Windows of the building 
and fine woodwork in the hallway anid 
in the various offices. 

The two-story annex recently built at 
a cost of $100,000 will go into the river 
before night.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Fearing an at- 
tempt at suicide, the police of Des- 
plaines Street Station are carefully 
guarding Estelle Stout, 20--year-old girl 
who’ shot and killed Charles Hornberger, 
a pastel portrait agent, in defense of 
héer sister. Although on the verge of 
collapse, .the young woman is being 
held.in the matron’s rooms at the sta- 
tion pending the inquest, which has been 
set far today.

George Chambers, her sister, in 
whose defense the girl killed Hornberg- 
er, At the inquest Miss Stout will be 
brought face to face with the widow of

“I would¢ rather’ be dead than be a 
murderer,” wept Miss Stout in her cell. 
“f will never — that I killed a 
man.” 

The next moment she sprang to her 
feet, her eyes flashing. 


Girl Defends Her Act,

and would do it again under the same 
circumstances,”’° she exclaimed. “The 
man was a brute, He dragged my sister 
along the hall and struck her repeated- 
ly.. Then I saw’ blood trickling down 
her arm. 

“I ran to my_brother-in-law's room 
and got his revolver. As I rashed back 
into the hallway I saw the man strike 
my sister again. Then I saw him reach 
for his hip pocket as if to draw a re- 
volver. 

“Pll kill you,’ he exclaimed. 

“after that I do not know just what 
happened. I pressed the trigger of the 
revolver that I held, and he fell, My 
sister was saved. That was ail I rea- 
lized at the time. 

“I. am sorry. that I killed the man, 
tut I do not think that any jury will 
hold me for murder.

Realizing that consumption, . from 
which he was suffering, would only 
make his life one of suffering and mis-

He was found lying in the bath tub 
of his home by his mother. Mrs. Annie 
Seekamp. He had a shaw! wrapped 
about him, and was endeavoring to 
turn the bath tub faucet, The mother 
lifted him in her arms and carried him 
into an adjoining room, where she laid 
him on a bed, 

Neighbors had by this time responded 
to her call, and the dying man's wife, 
Mrs. Anna Seekamp, was summoned. 
Seekamp died before Dr. A. P. Munsch 
of 1432 North Taylor avenue arrived to 
give him medical attention. 

Poisen Bottle in Room. 

Dr. Munsch refused to issue a: death 
certificate, and notified the coroner, who 
will held an inquest. 

An empty bottle labeled ‘‘arsenic,’’ was 
found in the room, and also a glass 
which had held a white solution. In 
another room was found a box of pow- 
ders labeled ‘‘arsenous,”’ and purchased 
at a nearby pharmacy. Mrs. Anmwa See- 
kamp, the wife, said that she had seen 
her husband use the powders when pol- 
whing metals. 

After Seekamp’s death, the wife dis- 
covered that a $150 dlamond ring which 
he wore was missing. Mrs. Annie See-

Wilkinson Thinks Appropria- 
tion for Waterways Is 
Too Small. 





HOW EUROPE DOES IT 





Potentialities of Canal Com- 
merce Recognized in Foreign 
Countries, Says Promoter. 





Thomas Wilkinson of Burlington, Io., 
one of the leading promters of the deep 
waterways movement, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the offfice of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League Wednesday that ef- 
ferte wil be made at the forthcoming 
session of Congress to obtain an appro- 
priation of $60,000,000 a year for the iin- 
provement of the Mississippi and other 
rivers. 

“We expect to get a favorable re- 
sponse at Washington this winter,”’ said 
Mr. Wilkinson. 

“Heretofore the great difficulty has 
been that Congress was burdened with 
lake and coast improvements, most of 
which have new been made. 

“In addition, there were a great many 
individual bills, asking apprepriations 
for the improvement of streams in every 
part of the country, These interests 
fare now, to a very material extent, con- 
centrated in the general deep water- 
ways movement.”’ 

Mr. Wilkinson is president of the Up- 
per Mississippi River Congress, member 
of ‘the Executive Committee of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Waterway Asociation 
and a director of the Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress. 3 

He is on his way to New Orleans ‘to 
address the Interstate Inland Water- 
way Convention.

“The Soo Canal, connecting Lake Su- 


perie and Lake Michigan, is an ex- 
ample of the wonders accomplished by a 
deep waterway project. Here is a canal 
whose tonnage is greater than the har- 
bors of New York, Boston, Baltimore, 
Charleston and Savannah combirred; 
greater than the combined tonnage of 
London and Liverpool, and which ex- 
ceeds the carrying business of the Suez, 
Amsterdam, Kiel and Corinth canals. 
“It has reduced the carrying charges 
on wheat from Chicago to New York 2% 
cents a bushel. it represents a saving 
of millions of dollars te the farmers. 

“The deep waterway movement is yet 
in fits infancy, but it is growing every- 
where and today the various river and 
harbor organizations are a great nation- 
al power. We have évery reason te ex- 
pect the most cordial co-operation on 
the part of the Sixtieth Congress.”

It would ap- 
pear, however, in the case of dirigible 
balloons that two different classes of 
such ships should be developed. 

1. A comparatively small dirigible 
type with a capacity of from 50,000 to 
100,000 dubic feet, to be used principally 
for scouting purposes and to a limited 
extent for carrying explosives for demo- 
litions or for incendiary purposes such 
as destroying bridges, and supply depots 
close to the mobile army or coast de- 
fense fortress. In reconnoitering dirigi- 
bles of this class, in order to be safe 
during daytime, they will have to ma- 
nouver at an altitude of about a mile, 
but experiments show that telephoto- 
graphic apparatus will operate from 
this height to _give much detail. 

At night such dirigibles may descend 
to within a few hundred feet of the 
ground and thus obtain much valuable 
information. Equipped with wireless 
telegraph or telephune apparatus mili- 
tary data could. be obtained and trans- 
mitted without undue risk.
